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Applicant's arguments filed 5/5/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicant argues that it would not have been an obvious design choice to modify 
the single shaped leaf spring of White to provide for two springs. The applicant then argues that 
dividing the single leaf spring of into various elements eliminates the spring action desired by 
having one unitary leaf spring. This argument is not pertinent as the examiner did not propose to 
divide the leaf spring. The applicant is claiming two springs as opposed to the single leaf spring 
of White. As the rejection states the applicant has not disclosed in the specification why the two 
leaf springs are important. The applicant next argues the u shaped curvature of the resilient 
means of White appears unlikely to provide a strong vertical force component to hold the strike 
17. The examiner disagrees as no one would intentionally design an apparatus so that the spring 
force would be inadequate. An individual of ordinary skill would design the spring so that the 
spring constant would be adequate to perform the required task. The applicant's argument's 
concerning Kesling and Padovani are equally unpersuasive for the same reasons. Regarding 
Onderka, the reference teaches the limitations as claimed. In response to applicant's argument 
that Ondarka does not allow for strong holding, the fact that applicant has recognized another 
advantage which would flow naturally from following the suggestion of the prior art cannot be 
the basis for patentability when the differences would otherwise be obvious. The Ondarka 
reference provides for reliable holding as opposed to strong holding which is simply another 
advantage where the difference would otherwise be obvious to one of ordinary skill. 
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
